CLEEVLAND, O., March I— Bus­ 
iness cost-accounting methods, ap­ 
plied to costs of a state university 
were described by Frederick J. Kel­ 
ly, dean of administration of the 
University of Kansas, in a paper 
here this afternoon before the De­ 
partment of Superintendents of the 
National 
Educational 
Association. 
Dean Kelly used for his paper spe­ 
cific figures obtained in a detailed 
study of the year 1921-22 at the 
University of Kansas. 
"One significant result of our in­ 
vestigation 
is the relatively high 
cost of laboratory courses,” said 
Dean Kelly, “so high in fact as 
to challenge the science courses to 
defend the laboratory method. An­ 
other significant result is the rela­ 
tively 
small 
cost 
of the 
larger 
classes, and still another result is 
the value of detailed cost figures 
in determining a budget for the 
next year.” 
The student credit hour, rather 
than the student clock hour, was 
adoptfd by Dean Kelly as his unit 
of 
measure,

grant diplomas for the completion 
of four years of 30-credit hours 
each.

New Orleans Again 
to Welcome United 
Confederate Veterans 


(By the Associated Press) 
NEW ORLEANS,*;—The 33rd an­ 
nual reunion of the United Confed­ 
erate Veterans to be 
held 
here 
April 11-13 will be the fifth gath­ 
ering of its kind in New' Orleans. 
The first veteran’s convention was 
held here June IO, 1889 and was 
presided over by John B. Gordan, 
Commander in chief, with the lite 
J. A. Chalaron as adjutant general. 
The second was on April 8 and 9, 
1892 and as on the previous occas­ 
ion General Gordon was the pre­ 
siding officer. Again in May, 1903, 
the old veterans gathered here to 
repeat the camp fire stories. Gener­ 
al Gordon again occupied toll chair 
with W. E. Mickle as adjutant gen­ 
eral. Three years later. April, 1906, 
the thinning grey lines of white 
haired men came back to the Cres­ 
cent City.
